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Caalisle Suffers Heavy Fire Loss 

Fire, which started in the storage 
warehouse of Frank Taylor in Carlisle 
Tuesday morning burned out three 
blocks along Market and Railroad 
streets, causing a loss that is estimat- 
ed between $150,000 and.S2UQieM. poR- 
ly covered by insurance. 

Before the fire-fighting apparatus 
of that city could be brought into com- 
mission >he flames had gained consid- 
erable headway and threatened the 
entire business section of town. For 
tbrao boors the firemen of three cities 
iiattlad with the fierce flames before 
they wara Soally under control. 

The pcoparty destroyed was the 
warebooae of Booth Carew. in which 
was stored ona boadrad aod^fty tboa- 
sand poaads of tobacco tha nropcaty of 
William Crow, aad Reed Bioa.. the 
coal yard of Darnell Ca.. waiehooae 
of Mrs. George Jody. Stuart ft Hara's 
coal yard, plant of the blue Grass 
Poultry Co.. L. ft N. passenger and 
freight depots, billiaid parlors of May- 
or Frye. grocery of Canway Kennedy. 
The big Burley Tobacco Warehouse 
and the warehouse of Davis & Barrett 
were consumed. Six rpsider.cea on 
Made street were alsj burned. 

When the fire was raging fiercely 
Paris was appealed to for assistance 
anc* the engine with five hundred feet 
of hose was sent to the relief of the 
stricken city. Nine men accompanied 
the apparatus from the local depart- 
menti which wsa ia ahaasa aC Mary 
McGinley. 

The run to Carlisle was made in 
twenty -vfie minutes and in about an 
hour after the special train departed 
from this city the department was do- 
ing very effective work in checking 
the spread of the conflagration. The 
Millorsburg engine was also rushed to

It is admitted tliat tlie oldest medical 
work knowa is the Chers papyrjs, 
discovered by Georg Ebers in tii« 
Jonmcj t9 Kgypt tn 18TML It la a 
scroll tweiatar yards long and a foot 
wide and has been studied and trans- 
lated by Von Oefele and reviewed by 
Von Lippmann. It was written about 
1550 B. C, though some of the mate- 
rial of which it is a compilatioD datia 
bade to about 8700 B. C. 

The medical substances mentioned 
include copper— ouce more costly than 
gold and silver— lead, iron, antimony, 
carbon, sulphur, salt, soda, gypsum 
aad ether arfnerahi; niflk, fats from 
many animals, wax, and the bom, 
blood and other portions of domestic 
and wild animals; castor and other 
oils, honey, raisins, grapes, figs, dates, 
wiaa^ batr, iloeau flax, laBoUa. papyrus, 
imawroaa laalna, caraway, feiuiel, dill, 
mdlot, watercress, peppermint, .cori- 
ander, lettuce, endive, absinth, pome- 
granate, calamus, aloes, safflower. 
crocus. Indigo, henbane, mandrake, 
opium and other plants and vegetable 
products. 

In preparing drags soUda were grat- 
ed or powdered In a stone mortar. 

There were many processes of treating 
them, such as roasting, baking, press- 
ing, steeping, warming, boiling in vari- 
oua sabatanoea. macerating with lye, 
eTapoiattav aad fMBMBtfag with yeaat 
Liquids were filtered and clarified.

GI BRALTA R. 

The "Key of the Mediterransan* Has 
Had a Stormy History. 

England has been in possession of 
<be rocky prom<»ntory of (Gibraltar 
since 1704. From that time to this it 
has l)cen a crown colony under the ad- 
i|iinistration of a gOTemor. By reason 
of its important i^tegical podtioo it 
Is called the *iw3r of the Medtterra- 
ncaii." 

Gibraltar Ikis had a stormy history. 
In 711 the roek was taken by the Arab 
( liief Tnrik. who called it Jebel-al- 
Tarik (liill of Tarik) and bnilt a for- 
tress on the promontory. Part of these 
ruins are still extant. I» 1309 it was 
taken by the C.'astilians. only to be re- 
captured by tiie M(M,rs in 1333. It was 
held by them until 14G2. Following the 
tiddng and aaelring of Gibraltar in 
1540 by Barliaroase. extensive military 
works were built there by order of 
Charles V. 

lu 1704 the jiroiiioiitory was cap- 
tured by a combined force under Sir 
George Booke and the Prince of Hesse- 
Darmstadt fighting for tlie Arclidnke 
riiarles of Austria. Tlie moment It fell 
into their hands the British admiral 
threw ofT the alliance witli the Aus- 
triaiis and took complete i)ossessiou of 
the works. 

British possession since that time 
lias been unbroken, although it was 
under a Spanish si(>i:e for nearly three 
years and eitrlil iMontli>?. bejrinnins in 
1770. Twice tlie ;:;irris(»n \v;is en the 
point of falling because of the starva- 
tloB of ita daCsBdeta.

Practically start- 
ing at the Florida strait, where its 
vulunie is made up by tlie union of 
currents, it ceases to be a true cur- 
rent by the time it reaches the south- 
ern limit of tbe Grand banks, wbere it 
becomes sorfsce drift, governed \ss tbe 
winds.
